Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner regrets not be able to enter this 
amendment. However, claim 25 is extremely broad. The claim consists of an housing having a (stop) surface, an "adaptor", and first and 
second engaging gears. While the Dorma reference is not the same type of device as disclosed, it does meet the claims Applicant 
maintains that the Dorma device cannot be positioned at the end fo the shaft 27. However, such is merely a functional recitation. 
Theoretically, which is all that is required, the shaft could extend past the blocks 28,29, for location of the spring, etc. It is not pertinent that 
the shaft does not extend beyond the blocks since the shaft, etc. is not actually being claimed. The adjusting mechanism of Dorma is 
"capable" of being located in such a position were it to exist. The superiority of the present device over Dorma is also discussed. Such is 
not pertinent when analizing the claimed invention. 
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
